By ‘the time the Canadian North- 
ern railroad is ready to consider the 
erection of a high-level bridge be- 
tween Edmonton and Strathcona it 
will hav® a coupte of lines running 
into Strathcona from the south, There 
will also be a direct ‘line running ; -- 
tween Calgary and Strsthcona and 
line [nto Camrose will have to be c

COERCED? 

It has been stated that Mr. Borden was 
inclined to favor the reciprocity agreement 
when it was first introduced, but that the 
party caucus, and the parties who domin- 
ated the party caucus, demanded that the 
agreement be fought. There is considerable 
reason to think the statement has a founda- 
tion in fact. Certain it is that the opposition 
of Mr. Borden to the agreement was at first 
conspicuously out of keeping with the fury 
of some of the Montreal and Toronto gen- 
tlemen—on both sides of the political fence 
—who constituted themselves the head of 
the hostile forces. This comparative mild- 
ness of the nominal leader did not disappear 
until the famous movement to depose him 
was made and was made public. Just what 
transpired in the inner circle has not been 
allowed to leak out, but enough is known 
to make clear that it was a choice with Mr. 
Borden of altering his course in some re- 
spect, or of giving up command of the Par- 
liamentary brigade, and it is quite well 
known that when the fracas was ended Mr. | 
Borden emerged a much more vigorous op-| 
ponent of reciprocity than he had been be- 
fore. The statement was given currency 
that the trouble had not been as to whether 
reiprocity should be fought, but only as to 
the means by which it should be fought. Mr. 
Borden, it was represented, was not willing 
to join in the wild annexation talk that had 
been raised by some of the more ardent— 
and more directly interested—individuals 
who were trying to stir up hostility to the 
measure. There is room to think, however, 
that this version was put upon the story by 
some'well-wisher of Mr. Borden, who hoped 
to dissociate him as much as possible from 
the foolish antics of the Montreal and Tor- 
onto juntas, and that the real bone of con- 
tention was whether Mr. Borden was to 
lead a real fight or only a sham one, If that 
was the point of difference it is getting 

retty clear that once more the unfortunate 
Cedar will have cause to lament that he did 
not stand by his own judgment, or that he 
was not able to do so against the pressure 
brought to bear upon him. —

Grant this, and what becomes of 
the ensuing laboriously constructed argu- 
ment that the people of the United States 
have more farm produce than they know 
what to do with, and that under reciprocity 
they would ke able to flood this country wit 
their surplus? Grant it, and what does Mr. 
Benett stand as opposed to? Simply to the 
reduction of the Canadian duty on a large 
number of articles, manufactured and 
other, of which the Canadian people now 
import considerable quantities from the Re- 
public, paying duty on them; in other 
words, his stand is against a reduction in 
the Canadian tariff, a reduction, that is, in 
the tax rate and in the total amount of 
taxes raised. 

Mr. Bennett’s second point is that if 
the agreement were once accepted it 
could not be cancelled by Canada, because if 
it were cancelled the United States would 
put up a ninety per cent duty against us and 
“We would be no longer independent.” That 
somehow does not seem to fit the rest of 
the speech. If he made himself clear, what 
Mr. Bennett was trying to establish was 
that Canada can be independent of the Uni- 
ted States only while there is a good high 
tariff wall between them, and the higher the 
wall the more independent we would be. 
Well, if that is so, how could the imposition 
of a ninety per cent tariff wall reduce us to 
dependence? If admission to the United 
States markets would destroy our fiscal 
freedom how could exclusion from those 
markets also destroy our fiscal freedom? If 
the English of Mr. Bennett is the English 
spoken by the rest of us, the whole purpose 
of his speech was to prove that the best 
thing for Canada is to have as little to do as 
possible with the people across the line. 
That way he says lies fiscal independence, 
high wages for our industrial employees, 
cheap living for the consumer, and good 
prices for the products of the farmer. Well 
if the way to create this economic Utopia is 
to cut ourselves off from the rest of the 
world and to live by ourselves, what more 
could Mr. Bennett desire or hope for than 
that the United States should put up a “Ha- 
man’s gallows” tariff at once all ml the 
ie ae keep it up consistently and etern- 
ally? 

Mr. Bennett’s third complaint against 
reciprocity is that it would reduce the cost 
of living in Calgary. Under reciprocity, he 
says, the consumer would have the chance

could buy from a farmer across the line. Of 
course if the Calgary consumer really 
thinks his living is costing him less than he 
should pay, or would like to pay, this argu- 
ment may enlist him in Mr. Bennett's fol- 
lowing.

in South of Province—tveryuing 
Has Combined, Even Recent Dull 
Weather, to Make Biggest Yield 
Ever Known, 


Calgary, Sept. 1—The Southern Al- 
berta tarmer is wearing a smile as 
bright as this radiant ft wriud-line 
weather, tempered by the grateful 
breezes which have fanned the ripen- 
ing tields of grain toward a goiden 


; maturity for the past few days ts re- 


spensible for the sunny smile of the 
beaming agriculturist. It's the original 
“smile that won't come off'—a smile 
born of the assurance of a bumper 
harvest and bursting bins. 

“Two more weeks of this weather 
and the harvest in Southern Alberta, 
and in the province generally, will be 
a record one—the biggest in years,” 
saiu WW. de Afesiiius, Vice-presiuent 
of the Union cf Alberta Farmers, ani 
a@ prominent grain grower of this dis- 
trict, to the Albertan yesterday. 

The hindering weather which seem- 
ed so ominous wasn't so serious after 
all, according to Mr. Tregillus, Dur- 
ing the dark, damp days the grain be- 
came very heavy and the recent warm 
sun and wind have had the effect of 
quickening the ripening of the grain, 
which on acccunt of its well develop- 
ed, heavy state was in a very recep- 
tive condition for the good offices of 
the weather man, 

“I never saw wheat, oats or barley 
looking better,” continued Mr. Tregit- 


| lus, “and I readily anticipate that the 


average yield of cats will be 70 bush- 
els to the acre. This average is a 
high céis for thie part of the country, 
In those sections of northern Alverta 
where the frost has not affected the 


| crops they look for as high an average 


as one hundred bushels to the acre, 
but this is expecting « little too much 
it seems to me. About twce weeks more 
of this weather and the oats and 
wheat will be ready to cut. 

“Every farmer you meet is happy. 
Haying is being carried on under ideal 
cenditions, the crop promises to be 
exceptionally good and there is a plen- 
titude of farm iaber available, Who 
wouldn't be contented under these 
conditions? 

“The average yield of wheat for the 
past five years has been 27 bushels ‘to 
the acre. This year is promises to he 
about 36 bushels, 
of spring wheat in that time has been 


21 bushels; this year it should be 
about 26 or 27. 
“Yes, it looks like the West's big- 


gest year.”
